I much regret lo record tlio dc.ath on December 11th, 1007 of TIinkiir Dnlpat Singh of Rnoti, 
Sailana, from acute phthisis after a brief illness. lie was removed nt the desire of Ilis Highness 
the Baja's State physician, who was sent to tnko charge of the case, to a house in the city, where he 
died.

The revised Public "Works estiinalcs for the New Buildings exceed the original estimates by 
Rs. 46,488/-. The College Fund could have iriet this by allotting tor the purpose most of the 
arrears contribution of Rs. 49,000/- from the Government of India, hnt it is hoped to avoid using 
this, which represents a reenrring grant, to meet an extraordinary non-recurring charge, and to do so 
would bo to cripple the College resources. The estim.-itcs provide for o closing balance of Rs. 
47,740/-, but this has only been secured by abandoning the proposals to build a Sanitarium and 
Squash racquet courts, to fence the College park, and to pave the stables. Ilad we providc^'^ 
Rs. 46,488/- for the New East Wing tho balance would lins'o been only Rs. 1,258/-. 

Owing to the want of accomuiodaiion for boys ns wcll'as masters the members of the Working 
GonimUtcc of April IStli and 14tli unanimously decided to devote Rs. 10,000 to the construction 
of a 2nd Assistant Master’s house. Tliis will set tree certain rooms in thc.Bikoncr House now" 
occupied by an Assistant Master, and will accommodate tho extra English hlasimf, who, it is hoped, 
will join tlic College during the year. 


As far as can be foreseen the accounts for 1009-10 will give an excess of receipts over expenditure 
of Rs. 7,000/-, provided there is no expenditure nt nil on works or other items of a non-recurring 
nature Even if this c.xcess might be taken as permanent it would bo imqiffieicDt for the needs of 
tlio College. These include : — 

(a) The acquisition of certain plots of land not College property but lying within the 
College limits, and of a piece of land to the East, to check the approach to the 
College boundary of new and insanitary buildings, and to allow of tlic construction 
of new recreation grounds. 


(i) The construction of a new Boniding House for liic accommodation of boys whose 
States have not provided houses. The existing Iiouses nie nearly nil full, and tho 
number of boys is rising rapidly, and by Christmas will perhaps reach IbO. 

(e) Tho construction of a Sanitarium. 

(d) A wall round pari, at any rate, of tho College park, which is more accessible than is 
desirable, especially on the city side and from the Srinagar road.

(e) Paving of the Stables and provision of a drinking trough. 

{/) A suitable approach from the cricket ground to the New baildings. 

(p) A Mosque for Musnlmon boys, who have now no special place of worship. Tliis 
perhaps could not be charged to the College Fund. 

The first three of these arc rciy urgent needs and tlio fourth, owing to the approach of the suburbs 
ot Ajmer, is becoming rapidly more necessary. The cost of these (o-xcludiiig tho mosque) uhich, as 
far as can be foreseen, will be between a lakh ond a lakh and a half of rupees, coufd not be met from 
CoUegefunds oven it a yearly balance of Rs. 7,000/- could be anticipated. But the ‘fact that the mem- 
bers of the European and Indian teaching staff aro n^iriy all on progressive pay, and that tho 
College expenditure on establishment for buildings and recreation grounds grows with tho increase 
in number of the boys, with no incraise in income except from the annual subscription ot Rs. 50/- 
from each boy to tho Book, Play and Medical fund, shows that so far froi^-jour being able to antici- 
pate a surplus we must look forward to a deficit in a few years even withoutlany outlay on construc- 
tion or land acquisition.

Six of the essays were of considerable merit and the general standard attained .shows that 
nearly all tlic boy-, of the«o two classes arc possessed of a sound understanding of this subject, which is 
perhaps the most important of all for hoys of the landowning cl.isses in a province where the neglect 
of it is one of the principal causes of distress. The thanks of the College ari' due to Mr. Cohb for his 
generous donation. He and His Highness the Maharajah of Kishnngnrh kindly assisted in looking 
over the essays. * 

The examination of the classes below the diploma was conducted by the College Stall on the 
same lines ns last year, that of classes II and III being chiefly by means of written papers, in the 
lower classes mainly oral. 

In nll,.classcs, out of 105 students on the roll 148 were present at the Examination, The 
Udaipur- Jodhpur marriage necessitated the .absence of 9 boys, leading nobles of Udaipur and Kishan- 
garh from the greater part of the oxamiiiation.

Mr. Giles’ Report hfts been snbmittcd to Government, but bos not rcnchcd me. 

THe Principals of the Chiefs’ Colleges nt Lahore, Indore, Rajkot, and Ajmer met in the antu^ki 
of 1907,' and submitted a joint report to Government, recommending ccrt.iin changes in the Diploma 
course. These were substantially supported by the Director General of Education and accepted by 
the Government of India. They were adopted in part for the year under report, nnd will be introduced 
in toto in the year 1908-09. 

They were based largely on the results of Mr. IVoddington’s discussion with Mr. Giles nnd 
Mr. Hesketh, alluded to in paragraph 10 of Inst year’s Administration report. 

Briefly summarized the changes arc ns follows : — 

Drawing has been omitted from the Diploma Examination, but is retained in lower classes. 
Geometry is no longer n compulsoiy subject. Arithmetic .md Ilistoiy have been simplified. English 
History, Indian History, nnd Geography have been raised to the same level. Tire principle has been 
laid down that English History should bo taught with special reference to the dotsfioprnent of cons- 
titutional liberty nnd the growth of the British Empire, that it should bo treated orr* broad lines to 
the end of the 18th century, after which important imperial nnd social questions should bo c.\nniincd 
in greater detail. In the same way only the salient features of Indian History arc to be rcgnr^lcd 
up to Clive’s Campaigns, after which the rise nnd effects of British dominion will be carefully studied. 

In Geography a general knowledge of the world is prescribed, nnd detailed knowledge of the 
British Empire and India. 

An English essay has been added, nnd n paper on current events nnd matters of general 
interest. : . , 

In the Vemnculnr examination petition rending has been introduced. Tliis is important for 
boys of the class that comes to the College. 

The Administrative Course now consists of (n) Law, including Whitworth’s Law Lectures 
Fraser’s Notes on Jurisprudence, nnd the elements of Hindu and Muhammadan Law. (6) Political 
Economy, Land Revenue, nnd Surveying. No text-book is prescribed for Political Economy, but 
the ground covered is that of F. A. Walker’s 1st lessons in Political Economy. In land Revenue 
no common course is possible. 

A common Diploma examination for the Chiefs’ Colleges as recommended by the Conference 
of 1904 has been instituted. The curricula, which were formerly in ninny respects alike, have now 
been completely assimilated by the prescription of two common Text-Books in jEn'glish for nil 
Colleges, n common course in Sanskrit, Persian, Hindi, nnd Urdu for the Aitch^on nVid Mnyo 

Colleges, nnd, as far as local conditions admit, n common course for oil Colleges in Administration: 

piz Law, Political Economy, nnd Land Revenue. The maintenance of this comiAon Examination’*' 
is, in Mr. Waddington’s and my opinion, most important on account of the stimulus it affords to* 
rivaliy between the Colleges, and because it fonns n conmon standard for testing tiie teaching of the 
Colleges and as such enhances the value of the Diploma examination. The value of the Diploma with 
Distinction has been raised by n rule that it should be grunted only to a candidate gaining 2/3 of the 
aggregate of marks assigned for the examination. 

P 

The 2nd year of the Post Diploma Class was started with one boy nt the beginning of the 
year, but liis prolonged illness led to its discontinuance. . There will be two boys in this class in the 
ensuing year. The question of a Higher Diploma, which has been under consideration of the 
Government of India since Juno 1907, has not yet been decided.

My experience corroborates Mr. Waddington’s opinion that thOngli the existing Post Diploma^ 
course is of great practical value to the boys, the postponement of its recognition by Government ns ' 
equivalent to a B. A. will tend to cause the withdrawal from the Mayo College of the most able boys, 
who will proceed to other Colleges, where their surroundings and influences will be less beneficial. 

Mr. Sherring, Vice-Principal, and the Drawing Master have revised the drawing course for 
all classes below the Diploma, and new text-books nnd a scheme of instruction in colour-work will 
be introduced gradually during the nc.xt two years, beginning in July. New English Readers for 
the lowest classes are being introduced at the beginning of next term.

The nninher of Cricket Elevens at the end of the year vras G, and the total number of matches 
played was G3. The Combined Cricket Eleven of Staff and boys played 7 matches during the 
year, winning 3, losing 2, anddrauing 2. 

The boys’ first Eleven, captained by Snhibr.nda Sardar Mtihammad Klian of Tonk, played 15 
matches, winning 9, and losing 5. The 2nd Eleven played 10 matches, winning 7, and losing 1. 
The 3rd Eleven played 10 matches, winning 1, and losing -1. The dth Eleven played 8 matches, 
losing 0, and drawing 2. The nth Eleven played 7 iiiatchcs, winning 5, and losing 2. The Gtli 
Eleven pla 3 'od G matches, winning all of tlieni. Out of the C3 jnntches played by all the teams, 
34 were won, 20 lost, and 9 <lrnwn. One century w.ss scored for the boys’ 1st Elercn. 

The boj-s’ first XI defcntc«l the Aitcliison College XI on the Ajmer ground, and won the 
Cricket Challenge Cup from all schools oompcling in the ttajpatana Schools Sports. 


V The Rajknmar College. Rajkot, were again unable to send tciuns to Ajmer during the year, 
and the Imperial Cadet Corps could not arrange an athletic meeting. 

The tournament with the Indore Club, ineluding the Daly College, was not held, owing to the 
outbreak of measles. 

3 1 matches were played, ns against fi7 last year. 

The boys’ first XI, captained by Mahbub Ali Beg of llyderabad, played 9 matches, winning 
4, losing 2, and drawing 3. 


The second XI played 3 matches, winning 1, losing 1, and drawing 1. The third XI plajed 
G mateliQs, winning 5, and drawing 1, The fourth XI played G matches, winning 4, and drawing 
2. The fifth XI played 5 matches, winning 3, losing 1, and drawing 1. 'J’lic sixth XI played 5 
matches, winning 4, and drawing 1. 

'' Out of 34 matches played in all, 21 wore won, 4 lost, and 9 drawn. C8 goals were kicked by 
the College teams and 8 against them. The first XI drew with the Aitcliison College and were 
defeated only by the winners in the R.ajputaim School Sports. 

In February the Aitcliison College visited Ajmer. The Mayo College won the cricket by an 
innings and G1 runs, drew the football, won the tentpegging (single, and by sections of four), the 
three tennis doubles, and one out of three siiigles, and every event in the Sports except the Mile. 

. Rules for future use wore drawn up and agreed to by the Principals of both Colleges for 
the marking and regulation of the different events in the tminiaincnt for the Silver Cliallcngc Shield 
presented by the Kour Sahib of Patiala, I’lic Shield, competed for this yc.ir, for the first time was 
won by the Mayo College. 

A cricket nint<;li was played at the time of the Prize-giving iigninst the team of Old Boys 
captained by Ilis llighn^s the Mnhnrno of Kotnii, resulting in a victory for the Old Boys by 7 
wickets. Several cricket, 'tennis, and Football matches were played against the Xasirnbad and 
Ajmer gymkhanas. : ! ' . 

In the Tennis the College pairs Won G out of 7, matches. 

Tlie usual competions between the Boarding Ilonscs look place. The Porlinan Challenge 
_ Cup for Cricket, the Football Cup, .aiid the Tug o'f War were won by the Tonk House, and the 
• Tent-pegging by the Jlialawnr Iloiisc/ occupied by’ the Central India hoys. Tlio open 'fonm's and 
Racquets Singles wero won by Ilis JJiglnicss the Malinmin Ilolker. The Annual Riding comjiotion 
for Juniors was won by Knnwar Pritlii Singli of Bern. The Seniors showed an excoptioiially high 
'standard of horsemanship. The test of riding nn excitable horse over jumps without stirrups failed 
to differentiate between 5 boys, whoso riding was faultless. Failure on the part of some to take all 
iheir pegs tent-pegging led to the prize being awarded to Kanwar Sardar Singh of Knnota. 

The shooting competitions were held again in April with now Army Pattern niinlaturc-rnngo 
ties. The Seniors’ prize was won by Ills Highness tlio Maharaja Holkiir with a scoie of 110 out 
f a possible oggreg-ste of 140, his score nl tlio moving target Imiig 30 onl of. 35. The Juniois 
rizc was won by Snhibzada ^lulmminad llnyal Khan of Tonk.

The houses now contained a sufficient number of boys to allow football and-’ cricUt matches 
to be played 11 aside for the first time. ' ■ 

The Monitors have been four in number, the head J^pnitor being Sahibznda Sardnr Muhammad 
Khan of Tonk, They have held weekly meetings, at which papers have been read,'’ and on oni^ 
occasion rendered me valuable assistance in conducting an enqnify into an alleged case of ill-doingi 
which fortunately was found to be groundless. 

Common messing has made a certain advance during tho year. The economy of the system •* 
frtlly realized in the Bikaner and Jodhpur houses The chief difficulty in the way of its adoption 
is the difference in the standard of living between rich and less well-to-do boys. 

Mr. and Mrs. Goodwin again kindly consented to judge the mcrit.'> of the different house 
gardens, and placed those of Ajmer, Alwar, and Jhalawar first in order of merit. At the Ajm*^ 
Flower Show the College Gardens secured 41 prizes. s-.. , ‘ . 

The College Magazine has this year again been 'conducted by Mr. S. P. Madden. It is 
intended in the future to include in it portraits of His'l^csty the King Emperor, and other mem- 
bers of the Royal Family and other sovereigns connected uith them, and photographs of tho Royal 
Palaces in England.

The proceedings closed with a speech by Mr. Colvin, in which he spoke of the striking 
prognSs innde by the College dining Mr. Waddiiigton’s prinei}<nNhi 2 > and {mid a tribute to llie 
vnliialife services rendered by him to the iiistitntinn. He alluded ineideiitnlly to the Daly College, 
and cspresswl the good wishes of the Mayo College, its elder sister, for its future prosperity. 


The fourtlv hleeting of Old Boys look place at the time* of the Prize-giving and was attend- 
ed by about J50 Old Boys, including Their Ilighncsses the Maharajas of Bik.aiicr and Alwar, the 
Maharao of Xotah, the Raja of Xarsiiigarh and the liana of Barwani. 


On the last day llis Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur gave a Gymkhana for the College 
boys and was At Home to the residents of Ajmer and Xasirahad, and in the evening entertained all 
the boys in the College at dinner. 

The IVorking Committee met at the College twice during the year, in November 1907 and 
April 1908. Tiicy inspected some of the Boarding houses, the Cadet Corps, and the boys at work 
and {liny. . _■ . 

At the first meeting they passed resolutions recommending the appointment of Pandit 
iBiilaki Rani ns College Sliastri and urging the payment of pension to three members of the old 
College teaching Staff for the periods before August let 1904, expressing a hope that the College 
funds might be made liable for the proportionate share due in respect of service before that date. 
The question will be laid before the General Council. The Committee also considered and recorded 
their o})inion that u Sanitarium and Squash Racquet Courts were desirable, and that the cost should 
be included in the Budget, oidcrcd estimates to be prepared for paring the Stable Court Yard and 
' fencing the College Park. These lour schemes have had to be abandoned for lack of funds. 


At their second niccting the members present agreed to my proposals ns to terms to be 
offered to Biilaki Ram ns College SImstri. These he has now accepted. They also examined the 
budget, allotting 10,000/- for a 2nd Assistant Master's house, and, owing to lack of funds, 
striking out the nllotnicuts, which they had previously recommended, for Sanitarium and Squash 
Racquet Courts. They recorded their unanimous opinion that the College funds should not be 
burdened with the cost of constructing the Assistant Master's House, that the financial condition 
of the College should be discussed in detail l|y the Gcucntl Council at their meeting in the autumn, 
that mi iucre.'ise in tlic iiiimber of English Masters was in the highest degitc desirable, that the 
construction of another boarding house, imjiossible for lack of funds, was an urgent necessity, that 
tli4. ncqiiisitioii of tlfi laud referred to in {Mingrnph 7 above was desirable, and that the attention of 
certain States in Centra^ludin should be invited to Resolution V. page 10 of the proceedings of the 
^inference of Chiefs' College’ held in 190 J, in which it was left to the generosity of the States 
to coiilribiite to the College fiiiids, hnd it was decided to levy no fees from them. The members 
prc'cnt nbo fixed on sites for the Sa'iitariiiin,. 2ud Assistant Master's House, and the pro{)oscd 
new boarding Uoi|.=e. In view of the difficulty of obtaining n quorum for the M'orking Committee 
the menilH*rs expressed n wish'tfiat such {Kiints raised in Mr. Cohin’s leitcrffll of June I5th 1907, 
to the Secretary to the Gnvornuit'nfof'Iiidia'in the Foreign Dep.-irtment, ns did not necessitate a 
refen'iicc to Lwal Governments, and yspecially the question of tlie revisid constitution, niight Is* 
decided ns 'onn as posspile, Th.ey nlsojinlil tli.st the question of fees, in view of the strong views 
expressed at the Chiefs’ College* Cotifert4«5p.of 1901, .should not be raised for the {ire'e'it. 

No meeting of the General Council was held during the year, owing to the lime of iiieeling 
haring hcen changed from the spring to the antiimn.

14. The College Staff, otring to Mr. Tnriss’s illness and absence on leave for 3 months in all, 
and to the increasing number of boys, was below what is required for efficient instuction and super- 
vision. Mr. Williams having been transferred to Rajkot, the proportion of boys to English 
Masters will be about 48, against an average of 23^ at the other Chiefs’ Colleges, next term. 
When it is considered that the masters will be doing from 22 to 24 hours in school, whicli the 
Director General of Education considers to be the maximum that a master should do, and have to 
prepare their lectures, are present at games, mornings and evenings, for 2 or 3 days a week at the 
least, inspect the boarding houses and exercise a close supervision over the house and boys’ accounts, 
it will be realized that the number of English Masters will not be adequate to secure their perso- 
nal knowledge of the boys and influence over them, one of the most imporii^^ features of the 
College system. It is to be hoped that the English Staff may be raised to a totaPof at least seven, 
to give the College, with its rapidljr rising numbers, the proportion of the otlier Chiefs’ Colleges. 
Tt is also very necessary to increase the Indian Staff, if the teaching is to be maintained at a high 
level. More teaching is done by unqualified instructors than is consistent with efffeienoy. The 
English and Indian Teaching Staff have been very hard worked, and the best thanks of Mr. 
Waddington and myself arc due to them for their unremitting energy in school and on the play 
giound and for the checiful assistance they have afforded to ns. Our acknowledgments arc also 
due to the Motamids and tutors not on the regular teaching staff for the time which they have 
ungrudgingly given to teaching and supervision.
